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MHB A sets the pace through 
decades of industry growth 


Since 1929, the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion (MHBA) has been the leading horse industry ad¬ 
vocate within the state of Maryland. It functions as an 
informational resource for horse breeders and owners, 
the media, community and governmental organiza¬ 
tions, and the general public. 

As a service organization, the MHBA provides in¬ 
dustry information, educational opportunities and leg¬ 
islative representation to its nearly 1,000 breeder-owner 
members, who include Thoroughbred breeders, own¬ 
ers of race horses, steeplechase and hunt enthusiasts, 
and others with horse involvement. 

The main purposes of the MHBA have always been 
to encourage, promote, protect and improve the horse 
breeding industry in Maryland. While emphasis tradi¬ 
tionally has been placed on the production of Thor¬ 
oughbred race horses, the MHBA encourages all sports 
relating to the use of horses. 

Maryland — a Thoroughbred state 

Marylanders have been breeding and racing Thor¬ 
oughbred horses for more than 300 years. From the 
famed 18th century race mare and producer Selima (by 
the Thoroughbred foundation sire the Godolphin Barb) 
to such 20th century champions as Gallant Fox, Oma¬ 
ha, Native Dancer, Nashua, Kelso, Ruffian and Spectac¬ 
ular Bid, Maryland-owned Thoroughbreds have been 
providing both excitement and profits for Free Staters. 

Maryland is birthplace of two-time Horses of the 
Year Challedon and Cigar, in addition to Geisha and 
Miss Disco, dams of two of the most influential sires of 
modern times. Native Dancer and Bold Ruler, respec¬ 
tively. The great Northern Dancer stood most of his re¬ 
markable stud career in Chesapeake City. 

The long list of famous Thoroughbred nurseries and 
training centers in Maryland includes Alfred Vanderbilt's 
Sagamore, William Walden's Bowling Brook, the Labrot 
family's Holly Beach, E.R Taylor's Windfields and its 
modern counterpart Northview Stallion Station, the 
Pons family's Country Life, Fair Hill Training Center, etc. 


While Maryland's Subscription Plate was run as ear¬ 
ly as 1721, organized Thoroughbred racing began with 
the establishment of the Maryland Jockey Club at An¬ 
napolis in 1743. Following the Civil War, this associa¬ 
tion built Pimlico race course in Baltimore, which 
opened in 1870 and still operates as America's second- 
oldest track. 

Today Maryland boasts spring and summer racing 
at Pimlico, home of the Preakness Stakes (the second 
jewel in racing's Triple Crown), and fall and winter rac¬ 
ing at beautiful Laurel Park, home to several major 
stakes races each year, including the Frank J. De Francis 
Memorial Dash. Each summer there are ten days of 
Thoroughbred racing at the Maryland State Fair at Tim- 
onium. 

Turf and jumping race programs are held at Fair 
Hill, the nation's first pari-mutuel steeplechase course, 
which also hosts three-phase and driving competitions. 
In addition, Maryland supports half a dozen point-to- 
point hunt meets during the spring, evidence of 
healthy secondary Thoroughbred markets. 

Maryland has moderate winters and consistent rain¬ 
fall, excellent soils, a favorable political climate for the 
horse business, over 150 Thoroughbred stallions, well- 
managed breeding and boarding farms, incentive pro¬ 
grams that award more than $5 million for Maryland 
horses and a number of modern, accessible training 
centers. 

Horse breeding — a viable agricultural tradition with 
significant economic impact 

Horse breeding and horse racing have an economic 
impact on the state that more than triples all other 
sports combined, and comprised 78 percent of the total 
estimated annual sports impact of $1.1 billion, accord¬ 
ing to the latest report by the Governor's Special Com¬ 
mission on Professional Sports and the Economy. 

The overall economic impact of horse breeding and 
racing in Maryland is estimated to be about $1 billion 
annually, with the breeding component representative

of about half that total; employment in the racing in¬ 
dustry is estimated to be about 17,000. This does not in¬ 
clude the pleasure horse industry, which involves thou¬ 
sands of participants and about $500 million in 
additional economic impact. 

Horse farms in Maryland occupy over 200,000 acres 
of farmland, preserving valued green space and serving 
as a buffer to development. They are a critical element 
in the maintenance of the state's agricultural heritage. 

The Maryland Fund and Maryland Million 

To support Maryland's Thoroughbred market, MHBA 
has developed (and administers) several innovative 
programs. Both the Maryland Fund (begun in 1962, for 
Maryland-breds) and the Maryland Million (1985, for 
Maryland-sired horses) were the first programs of their 
kind. 

The Maryland Fund (Maryland-bred Race Fund and 
Maryland-bred Race Program) is a Thoroughbred 
breeding development and incentive program estab¬ 
lished in 1962 by the Maryland General Assembly. The 
Fund receives a percentage of the dollars wagered on 
racing in Maryland each year, which is then appor¬ 
tioned, according to a formula, between (a) purses for 
races involving Maryland-bred horses and (b) award 
payments earned by breeders, owners and stallions for 
race horses bred in Maryland. 

The Maryland Fund was suggested to the legislature 
by the Maryland Horse Breeders Association as an in¬ 
novative way to promote and improve the state's 
breeding industry and to help supply runners to Mary¬ 
land tracks. Maryland was the first state to have such a 
program and, as a result, Maryland's law served as a 
model for some 29 state-legislated incentive programs 
across the country. 

When the Maryland Fund was the only program 
around, in the early 1960s, it clearly had an impact on 
the size of Maryland's foal crop. By 1964, Maryland foal 
production had jumped 32 percent. Maryland's breed 
incentive fund is carefully structured so as not to subsi¬ 
dize the production of horses that could be termed "un¬ 
economic," but rather to encourage improvement in 
the quality of stallions and mares. Unlike the majority 
of states with incentive programs, Maryland continues 
to produce foal crops of substantial commercial market 
value. About 50 percent of the races in the state are won 
by Maryland-breds. State-breds win the majority of 
claiming races, regardless of level, and 56 percent of all 
allowance races. In addition, Maryland-bred yearlings 
command a premium at public auctions in Maryland. 

The Maryland Fund distributes money in four cate¬ 
gories: 1) bonuses paid to the breeders of successful 
race horses bred in the state, 2) bonuses paid to the 
owners of successful race horses bred in the state, 3) 
bonuses paid to the owners of stallions that sire suc¬ 


cessful race horses bred in the state, and 4) purses for 
restricted races (stakes) for horses bred in the state. 

The Maryland Million is a stallion stakes program 
that culminates each fall in a single celebration, Mary¬ 
land Million Day, now second only to the Preakness 
among Maryland's major racing events. Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day features races for all divisions, restricted to 
nominated progeny of nominated Maryland sires, with 
over $1 million in purses and awards. 

Spreading the word — promoting and supporting 
Maryland's horse industry 

Since 1936, the Maryland Horse Breeders Associa¬ 
tion has utilized publications as a means of promoting 
the horse industry and encouraging horse breeding 
and participation in horse sports. For many years, the 
MHBA published the award-winning monthly maga¬ 
zine The Maryland Horse , which is now a monthly 
newsletter for members of the association. 

Recognizing the growing regionalization of the 
Thoroughbred industry, the MHBA now publishes 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred , a four-color monthly maga¬ 
zine that covers racing and breeding in Maryland and 
throughout the region and helps reinforce Maryland's 
image as the pre-eminent breeding state on the East 
Coast. The Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbred is recognized as 
the premier monthly Thoroughbred trade publication. 

In addition, the MHBA publishes an annual guide to 
Thoroughbred farms in Maryland, a service directory 
providing product and service information to the entire 
horse industry in the state, and various posters, 
brochures and guides that educate the public about rac¬ 
ing and breeding in Maryland. 

The MHBA also maintains an extensive equine li¬ 
brary at its offices in Timonium. This library, with its 
collections of books, periodicals and videos, is open to 
MHBA members and to the general public. 

In 1988, the Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
chartered the Maryland Horse Industry Foundation to 
serve various educational and charitable needs of the 
Maryland horse industry. Foundation projects include 
maintenance and expansion of the MHBA library, assis¬ 
tance to substance abuse programs for farm employees, 
support for scientific and veterinary research, and spe¬ 
cial grants for a variety of related causes. The Founda¬ 
tion is nonprofit and tax-exempt under Section 501(c) 
(3) of the Internal Revenue Code, so that contributions 
and gifts are fully tax-deductible to the extent allowed 
by law. 

In addition, the MHBA has played a key role in the 
development of the Maryland Horse Council, estab¬ 
lished in 1984 to serve the common interests of all horse 
organizations in Maryland. The MHBA continues to be 
an active member of the MHC and provide support for 
its various activities.

Crafty Celt took slightly less than 
two minutes to capture the title of 
champion Maryland-bred 2-year-old 
male of 1999. His frontrunning five- 
length victory as 6-5 favorite in the 
Maryland Juvenile Championship 
Stakes on December 26 vaulted him to 
the forefront of a previously leaderless 
division. 

It also raised tremendous hopes for 
the future of this big, handsome colt 
who as a juvenile was undefeated at 
distances beyond a mile, while winning 
or placing in five of six starts and earn¬ 
ing $96,170. 

Crafty Celt campaigns for his breed¬ 
er Joseph W. Keelty, a Baltimore-area re¬ 
al estate developer who has been in the 
horse business for many years under 
the nom de course Dumbarton Farm. 
However, much of the credit for this 
colt belongs to Keelty's bloodstock ad¬ 
visor, Donald P. Litz, who spotted 
Crafty Celt's dam Sugarcone (by Lord 
Gaylord) at the 1993 Fasig-Tipton Mid- 
lantic February Mixed sale. Sugarcone, 
a half-sister to stakes winner and 
$334,025-earner Muskoka Wyck, was at 
that time carrying her first foal, by Car- 
nivalay. Litz bought her, on Keelty's be¬ 
half, for $24,000.

From four foals of racing age, Sugar¬ 
cone has since produced two stakes 
winners, the first being Cashel Lassie, a 
1994 Opening Verse filly who won the 
1996 Toddler Breeders' Cup Stakes and 
placed in three other added-money 
races, earning $133,847. Crafty Celt is 
that filly's full brother. 

Boarded year-round at Green Wil¬ 
low Farms near Westminster, Sugarcone 
has a 1999 Summer Squall colt and was 
due to foal this spring to Polish Num¬

Who wouldn't be talking about a 
perfect record like this? Gin Talking's 
campaign consisting of four wins, in¬ 
cluding three stakes, in as many starts 
made her the unanimous choice as 
champion of her division. 

Action spoke louder than any words 
when the daughter of leading Maryland 
sire Allen's Prospect made her debut in 
maiden special company in late August. 
Then, during the final quarter of the 
season. Gin Talking captured a stakes a 
month: the Maryland Million Lassie 
and Heavenly Cause Stakes (each at 
seven furlongs), and the mile and an 
eighth Maryland Juvenile Filly Champi¬ 
onship. Her year-end bankroll was 
$165,250. 


Gin Talking's accomplishments 
spoke volumes about her connections. 
She is the latest of many good Mary- 
land-bred runners bred by Barbara C. 
Graham of Purcellville, Va. Gin Talk¬ 
ing's dam Chattin (by Rollicking) is a 
half-sister to the dam of Algar, who car¬ 
ried Graham's colors to victory in two 
consecutive runnings of the Maryland 
Million Classic (1997 and '98). 

Graham consigned Gin Talking to 
the 1998 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, where the future 
champion was acquired for $40,000 by 
owners Willie White, Lou Rehak and 
Bob Orndorff, who race under the name 
Skeedattle Associates. 

Remarkably, some of Gin Talking's 
stiffest competition last season came 
from her stablemate Case of the Blues, 
owned by White and Rehak (Skeedattle 
II). Case of the Blues was runner-up to 
Gin Talking in both the Lassie and Juve¬ 
nile Filly Championship. Hamilton A. 
Smith trains both Gin Talking and Case 
of the Blues. 

Horse of the year, 
3-year-old male 

Best of Luck 

B.c., 1996, by Broad Brush—Crowned by 
Chief's Crown; bred by Mrs. Richard C. 
duPont; owned by Bohemia Stable; trained 
by H. Allen Jerkens. 

If anyone deserves the best of luck 
in the horse business, it is Mrs. Richard 
C. (Allaire) duPont. The major force be- 
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hind the creation and preservation of 
the Chesapeake City, Md., area as a cen¬ 
ter of Thoroughbred breeding, Mrs. 
duPont has arguably done more than 
any other single individual over the last 
half-century to promote breeding and 
racing in this state. 

Fortunately, Best of Luck was hers to 
enjoy in 1999. 

By a Maryland-bred champion 
(1986-'87 horse of the year Broad Brush) 
out of a Maryland-bred champion (Mrs. 
duPont's good mare Crowned, this 
state's top 2-year-old filly in 1989), Best 
of Luck also became Maryland's first se¬ 
rious Belmont Stakes-Gl contender 
since third-place finisher Baron de Vaux 
in 1990. 

The rugged Maryland-bred colt hur¬ 
tled onto the national scene in April 
with two conspicuous seconds: in the 
Wood Memorial-G2 won by Adonis, 
and the Withers Stakes-G2, in which the 
winner was Successful Appeal. 

Then came Belmont Park's Peter Pan 
Stakes-G2, on May 23, in which Best of 
Luck rallied to score by a length as 3.6-1 
favorite, handing a decisive defeat to 
imminent Belmont Stakes-Gl winner 
Lemon Drop Kid, and forever banish¬ 
ing any question as to his talent. 

Best of Luck's trainer. Hall of Fame 
member Allen Jerkens, is far from over- 
zealous when it comes to running horses 
in Triple Crown races. And Mrs. duPont, 
despite having won many coveted 
prizes with her mighty Kelso, five-time 
horse of the year in the 1960s, had never 
had a starter in a Triple Crown event. 
But Best of Luck had earned the chance, 
and would attempt to become the first 
Maryland-bred to win the Belmont 
since Caveat in 1983. 

His rallying and highly creditable 
fourth in that race, behind Lemon Drop 
Kid, Vision and Verse and Charismatic, 
cost Best of Luck no respect. Better yet, 
it did not cost him his career. 

Mrs. duPont's Bohemia Stable color- 
bearer remained in competition 
throughout the summer and fall, de¬ 
spite being compromised by a quarter 
crack, and closed out his 3-year-old 
campaign with two Grade 3 stakes at 
Aqueduct: a second (to Adonis) in the 
October 27 Discovery Handicap, and a 
victory against older horses in the 
Stuyvesant Handicap on November 11. 
His 1999 season encompassed 15 starts, 
four wins, four seconds, one third and 
earnings of $493,860. 

Best of Luck's dam Crowned (by 
Chief's Crown) belongs to a female 
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family that has ascended to regal pro¬ 
portions at Mrs. duPont's Woodstock 
Farm in Chesapeake City. The founder 
of the line was a mare named Thirty 
Years (by Bold Hour), whom Mrs. 
duPont purchased as a foal in 1973 from 
breeder William G. Helis Jr. 

Thirty Years carried Mrs. duPont's 
colors to victory in the 1976 Little Silver 
Handicap-G3, and produced four stakes 
horses, including the mares Thirty Flags 
($275,243, Beaugay H, Little Silver H, 
2nd Sheepshead Bay H-G2, etc.) and 
Fair Rosalind ($45,770,2nd Leonia S). 

Fair Rosalind is the dam of multiple 
stakes winners Crowned ($605,323, 
Delaware H-G2, Maryland Juvenile Fil¬ 
ly Championship, etc.) and Betty Lo¬ 
belia ($463,512, Miss Grillo S-G3, Nijana 
S-G3, etc.). 

Other distinguished members of the 
family include Fair Rosalind's grand¬ 
daughter Flamingo Road (by Acatenan- 
go), who won the Preis Der Diana-G2 
(German Oaks) on the same day as the 
Peter Pan Stakes; and Thirty Flags's 
daughter Dixie Flag, a multiple graded 
winner of $556,384 and Maryland-bred 
champion 3-year-old filly of 1997. 

Best of Luck is the second homebred 
Mrs. duPont has campaigned to Mary- 
land-bred horse of the year honors. The 
first was her superb filly Politely, in 
1967 and '68. ' * 

Three-year-old filly 

Hookedonthefeelin 

Ch.f., 1996, by Citidancer—Prospective Joy 
by Allen's Prospect; bred by Country Life, 
Flaherty, Wells LLC; owned by Michael E. 

Pegram; trained by Bob Baffert. 

It's not over till it's over, as Hooked- 
onthefeelin's victory in the December 
27 La Brea Stakes at Santa Anita so 
vividly demonstrates. 

The La Brea was the last Grade 1 race 
of the year, the decade and the century. 



But it catapulted Hookedonthefeelin in¬ 
to the top ranks of the nation's 3-year- 
old fillies and made her the unanimous 
choice of voters in the Maryland-bred 
championship balloting. 

Not that Hookedonthefeelin was a 
nonentity before the La Brea. She dis¬ 
played awesome talent as a 2-year-old, 
winning the Grade 2 Landaluce Stakes 
in her second career start, in July, over a 
field that included stablemate Excellent 
Meeting. A life-threatening case of 
pneumonia put her out of action for the 
remainder of the year. Still Hookedon¬ 
thefeelin was weighted at 117 pounds 
on the fillies Experimental Handicap, 
just six pounds below another stable- 
mate, champion Silverbulletday. 

Hookedonthefeelin's 1999 campaign, 
compromised by a splint bone injury, 
consisted of only four starts. She scored 
by four and a half-lengths in the Miss 
Preakness Stakes on May 7 at Pimlico 
and did not race again until Gulfstream 
Park's November 5 Love's Exchange 
Stakes, in which she finished fourth. An 
allowance victory at Hollywood Park 
on December 3 put her on target for the 
La Brea. 

Hookedonthefeelin campaigns for 
the legendary owner/trainer duo of 
Mike Pegram and Bill Baffert, but her 
origins can be traced squarely to the 
Pons family's Country Life Farm in Bel 
Air, Md., where her sire Citidancer and 
maternal grandsire Allen's Prospect 
both hold court. Hookedonthefeelin 
was bred by Country Life Farm in part¬ 
nership with Allison M. Flaherty of Lin¬ 
coln, N.H., and Helen Wells of Albu¬ 
querque, N.Mex. She was sold for 
$38,000 as a weanling at the Fasig-Tip- 
ton Midlantic December Mixed sale, 
and re-sold at the Keeneland September 
Yearling sale, where Baffert bought her 
for $110,000. In six lifetime starts, she 
has earned $298,020. ** 


Older male 

Perfect to a Tee 

B.g., 1992, by Parfaitement—No Time to 
Write by Staff Writer; bred by Lisa S. Fender- 
owned by The Nonsequitur Stable; 
trained by Linda L. Albert. 

Older" male is not a word to be 
taken lightly in regard to Perfect to a 
Tee. Neither is "champion." A former 
claimer who had never won a stakes 
race until last May (although he had to 
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his credit seven stakes placings), Per¬ 
fect to a Tee came into his own last sea¬ 
son at age 7, winning five of his 11 
starts and dominating the Maryland- 
bred handicap division. 

Last Preakness day at Pimlico, with 
most of his 3-year-old contemporaries 
long gone from the racing scene. Per¬ 
fect to a Tee began his rise to stardom 
with a longshot triumph in the William 
Donald Schaefer Handicap. But it was 
his summer/fall campaign that clinched 
the title: four consecutive wins, three of 
them stakes. Following a victory in 
Philadelphia Park's PA-THA Presi¬ 
dent's Cup Stakes, trainer Linda Albert 
saddled her charge to win the Mary¬ 
land Million Classic by a nose, as 1.9-1 
favorite, then come right back to take 
Laurel's $100,000 Congressional Hand¬ 
icap. 

Perfect to a Tee is owned by Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., attorneys Italo Ablondi, 
Patrick Dooher, David Dorsen and 
Ellen Fredel, aka The Nonsequitur Sta¬ 
ble, who claimed him from his breeder 
Lisa S. Fender for $14,500 at the end of 
his 3-year-old season. He has since 
earned just slightly less than a half-mil¬ 
lion dollars under Albert's handling. 

Fender, the champion's breeder, 
maintains 30-acre Conowingo Lake 
Farm in Cecil County. Perfect to a Tee's 
dam No Time to Write was acquired 
privately during her racing career by 
Fender. The mare's race record, al¬ 
though far from stakes-level, foreshad¬ 
ows that of Perfect to a Tee, her second 
foal. No Time to Write competed for 
seven seasons, making 89 starts and 
registering 11 wins, 16 seconds and 11 
thirds for earnings of $59,374. One of 
three mares currently owned by Fend¬ 
er, No Time to Write has also produced 
stakes-placed Timely Iron, an Iron filly 
who was second in the 1998 Maryland 
Million Lassie. ** 


Older female, turf runner 

Tampico 

Dk.b./br.m., 1993, by Sitzmark—The Lip by 

Codex; bred and owned by Plane Tree 
Farm; trained by Barclay Tagg. 

Tampico is the kind of runner who 
makes horse breeding a game of sur¬ 
prises. Ron and Elizabeth Cullis, pro¬ 
prietors of Plane Tree Farm near Chesa¬ 
peake City, Md., acquired Tampico's 
dam The Lip as a gift from their black¬ 
smith, the late Harold (Sonny) Conner. 

Unraced and undistinguished as far 
as pedigree was concerned. The Lip (by 
Codex—Mark 'em Lousy, by Raise a 
Cup) spent only a couple of years at 
Plane Tree. She was 12 when she died, 
in 1994, while carrying a full sibling to 
Tampico. 

But from a mating with Sitzmark (a 
son of J. O. Tobin then standing at Plane 
Tree), The Lip produced a daughter 
who came a whisker away from defeat¬ 
ing 1999 champion turf mare Soaring 
Softly in the Grade 2 New York Handi¬ 
cap last July. 

Tampico, trained by Barclay Tagg, 
earned a total of $459,975 during her 
four-year career, and was at the top of 
her game last season at age 6. She lead 
up to the New York Handicap with two 
consecutive Grade 3 stakes wins at 
Aqueduct and Pimlico: the Beaugay 
Handicap (May 9) and All Along Stakes 
(June 5). 

Retired at the end of her 1999 cam¬ 
paign and bred to Kentucky stallion At- 
ticus, Tampico has become the center- 
piece of the ten-member broodmare 
band at Plane Tree, which is managed 
by the Cullises' daughter Heather and 
her fiance Dannie Spence. "Tampico 
has been a treasure ever since she got 
going," said Heather Cullis. "We're 
more excited about our horses than 
ever before." ** 




Steeplechaser 

Muscle Car 


B.g., 1994, by A.P. Indy—Dixie Accent by 
Dixieland Band; bred and owned by Bayard 

Sharp; trained by Jonathan Sheppard. 

IN^uscle Car was bred to be a 
Maryland champion, just not in this di¬ 
vision. The 1999 steeplechase champi¬ 
on, a son of horse of the year A.P. Indy 
and the stakes-winning mare Dixie Ac¬ 
cent, turned to jumping as a last resort 
after battling a starting gate phobia 
during his early years. 

"I have my own track and starting 
gate and everything, and I've had some 
stubborn horses before, but we couldn't 
get through to him at all," said owner/ 
breeder Bayard Sharp. "He's well bred, 
and he looked like he could run—he 
just would not get in that gate. Before 
we made him absolutely nuts, I said 
'why don't we try sending him to Jona¬ 
than Sheppard?' " 

Sheppard, who splits his stable be¬ 
tween steeplechasing and flat racing, 
took over Muscle Car's training in 1997 
and also lost the starting gate war. 
Steeplechasing became the only career 
option. Good decision. 

After disappointing in 1998, Muscle 
Car won his first two 1999 starts—a 
maiden hurdle at Tryon, N.C., in April 
and an allowance hurdle at Radnor, Pa., 
in May. In the fall, the homebred domi¬ 
nated two novice stakes and nearly 
stole the season-ending Colonial Cup- 
NSA1, a $100,000 open stakes, from 
Ninepins (GB). 
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For the year. Muscle Car compiled a 
record of four wins, two seconds and a 
third in nine starts. His $132,950 
bankroll was good for fourth on the 
1999 National Steeplechase Association 
list, and led all novice (horses that start¬ 
ed the year as maidens) hurdlers. He 
was also named novice champion by 
the NSA. 


Steeplechasing is not new to Sharp, 
though he hadn't had a starter for 
many years. The 87-year-old Delaware 
resident, whose flat stable has included 
major winners Dixieland Band, Dixie¬ 
land Brass, Mississippi Mud and Baron 
de Vaux among others, campaigned 
1941 steeplechase champion Speculate. 


Robert E. Meyerhoff: breeder of the year 


Nineteen-ninety nine truly was a 
stellar season for Robert E. Meyerhoff, 
represented as breeder by five stakes 
winners, including his own $593,800- 
eamer Stellar Brush. 

Runners bred in Maryland by Mey¬ 
erhoff joined forces to earn a total of 
$1,995,437. 

The Phoenix, Md., resident was the 
leading breeder within the Mid-Atlantic 
region, and he ranked 25th nationally. 

Meyerhoff led the ranks of Maryland 
breeders throughout most of the 1990s, 
and was honored as the state's breeder 
of the year each season from 1992 
through '96. 

Last year was one of the few seasons 
in recent memory in which Meyerhoff 
did not campaign a Maryland-bred 
champion (although Stellar Brush was 


runner-up to Best of Luck both as 3- 
year-old male and horse of the year). 

Stellar Brush, whose sire Broad 
Brush was bred and raced by Meyerhoff 
and is still owned in large part by him, 
won the Grade 2 Ohio Derby, as well as 
the West Virginia Derby and Leonard 
Richards Stakes, and placed in four oth¬ 
er added-money races. 

Meyerhoff also campaigned in 1999 
homebred stakes winners Jovial Brush, 
who won the Montpelier Stakes and 
placed in four additional stakes to 
amass $130,100, and Magic Broad, win¬ 
ner of the Cleveland Oaks and $52,530. 

Stakes winners bred but not raced by 
Meyerhoff in 1999 were Red Yellow 
Blue (Chandler H) and Riff (Maryland 
Million Steeplechase H). 


Dynamic Star: broodmare of the year 


Leading Maryland breeder Robert 
E. Meyerhoff has made many savvy 
broodmare purchases over the years, 
but few of them can top Dynamic Star. 

Like most of the mares Meyerhoff 
has selected as prospective mates for his 
stallion Broad Brush, Dynamic Star was 
a top-class race mare, winning the 1986 
Sarsar and Bryn Mawr Stakes and plac¬ 
ing in four Grade 1 stakes (the Acorn, 
Mother Goose, Monmouth Oaks and 
Gazelle Handicap) that season. 

Dynamic Star, a 1983 daughter of 
Silent Screen—Cynderdyne, by What 
Luck, was carrying her first foal (by 
Deputy Minister) when Meyerhoff 
bought her for $200,000 at the 1988 
Keeneland November sale. 

That Deputy Minister foal was Star 
Minister, a graded stakes winner of 
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$458,650 and 1991 champion Maryland- 
bred 2-year-old filly. 

Since then Dynamic Star has pro¬ 
duced three more stakes performers, all 
by Broad Brush. 

Her son Stellar Brush won the 1999 
Ohio Derby-G2, West Virginia Derby 
and Leonard Richards Stakes, and 
placed in four other stakes, to boost his 
lifetime earnings to $626,830. Stellar 
Brush was runner-up to Best of Luck as 
Maryland's champion 3-year-old male 
and horse of the year in 1999. 

Dynamic Star is also represented by 
the hickory Dynamic Brush, who 
earned $235,002 through his 9-year-old 
season in 1999. Three times stakes- 
placed, Etynamic Brush finished second 
to Woods of Windsor in the 1993 Federi¬ 
co Tesio Stakes-G3. His record over 


"I hadn't had a jumper in years, so it 
was nice," Sharp said. "I only got to see 
him run one time (the Colonial Cup) 
and he ran a bang-up race. I'm really 
excited for this coming up year. If he 
stays together, he could be lots of fun."** 


Allen's Prospect: 
stallion of the year 

.^^.llen's Prospect struck gold with 
his first crop to race in 1990, and has re¬ 
mained golden ever since. The 18-year- 
old son of Mr. Prospector—Change Wa¬ 
ter, by Swaps, has never had a bad 
season, but 1999 was one of his best. 

Represented by five stakes winners, 
including undefeated Maryland-bred 2- 
year-old filly champion Gin Talking, 
Allen's Prospect had 1999 progeny 
earnings of $3,216,390, to rank 38th in 
the nation by money earned. 

He tied for first in the nation by 
number of winners (106), a figure 
equaled only Black Tie Affair (Ire), who 
currently stands in Japan. It was the 
third time, and second year in a row, 
that Allen's Prospect has led the na¬ 
tion's sires by number of winners. 

Allen's Prospect's other 1999 stakes 
winners were Ambi's Bro, Manticore, 
True Force and Waited. 

Property of a syndicate, Allen's 
Prospect has stood throughout his ca¬ 
reer at the Pons family's Country Life 
Farm in Bel Air, Md., where he is ex¬ 
pected to cover approximately 75 mares 
this season. 


eight years of competition consists of 88 
starts, 14 wins, 14 seconds and 16 thirds. 

Completing the quartet is Dynamic 
Broad, a foal of 1992, who placed in the 
Breeders' Cup Christiana Stakes and 
earned $36,712. 

A resident of Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh 
Farm in Phoenix, Md., Dynamic Star 
has a 2-year-old Valley Crossing filly. 
Hunting Valley, who was sold by Mey¬ 
erhoff for $210,000 at last year's 
Keeneland September sale. She pro¬ 
duced a Dehere colt on January 25, after 
resorbing last year's foal by Dehere, 
and was bred this season to Broad 
Brush.
